Mini Lesson 


1. Reading Appetizer 

2. Distribute Handout: Capitalization Expectations and briefly review. Instruct students to secure the handout in the 
section of the Writing Notebook to use for future reference. 

3. Distribute Handout: Quotation Marks. Review information as students complete. Explain to students that quotation marks are not only used 
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their stories should include dialogue, so they should pay close attention during the editing process to the correct use of punctuation with 
quotation marks. 

4. Review the purpose of editing. The focus is not on content, but on grammar, capitalization, punctuation, and spelling. 

5. Review from Daily Lessons 12-16 and discuss application to student writing. 

6. Instruct students to search for examples of each convention in their stories and write it on the page with the appropriate 

. If a convention is missing, students should edit or revise their writing accordingly. Model the procedure using the teacher draft.
